Admiral Dewey grasped the 
hand of Major General Miles as he 
stepped aboard and said: "Am glad to 
see yon, genenl." 

The a^iral took thf cimmittee in:o 
his cabin. The committee remained o;i 
board three-quarters of an hour. 

When tbe committee from Washing- 
ton reaebod the Olympia each member 
was cordially greeted by Admiral 
Pewey, but tbe warmest greetings were 
lor the admiral's life-long friend, t!?u- 
atoT Redfield Proctor of Vermont Tho 
party went to tbe cabin where the 
committee presented the program for 
the Washington celebration and the 
admiral expresged his entire satisfac- 
tk)n with it Mr. Pruden presented an 
Invitation to a dinner from the presi- 
dent and Admiral I>ewey accepted it 
First AdinlraTs Flag. 

Commander George W. Balrd who 
sailed wHh Farragut and Dewey in the 
West Oulf squadron In 1861 oarolled a 
package which he had carefully guard- 
ed all the way to the Olympia, and dis- 
playing a faded blue admiral's ensigu 
upon wbicb waa stitched four white 
stars, he said to Admiral Dewey: 'I 
Wlsb to present to you the first adml- 
ral'a flag ever 'brolien out' in the navy 
of this country. That grand old ad- 
miral whose name and memory all ao 
iwrere first hoisted this ensign upon 
the gocd ship Hartford before New Or- 
leans and afterwards on the Franklin; 
and since it came down from that 
maathead it baa never been whipped 
by the wind or worn by the olemonts. 
You, the worthy successor of tbat 
great admiral, whose tactics you BO 
suc<( ssfully followed a short while 
ago, 1 deem tba proper person for Far- 
ragut'a mantle to fall upon." 

This flag was made by Quartermas- 
ter Knowles out of a blue "number" 
flag when Farragut was first mark- j 
rear admiral. Two white stars wero 
stltehed on it. When .Farragut was 
made an admiral two more Itara wers 
sewed on it. 

Admiral Dewey was deeply affei tr^l 
and tears were in bis eyes aa he gazed 
at the souvenir. It was several mo- 
ments before he could find his voice. 
Kinrlly he said: 'Til fly it, I'll fly It at 
till' iiKislhcad, I'll fly it in the parad 
and when I strike my admiral's flag 
this will be tbe flag I ahall otrlke." 

Thl3 was the most Impressive scene 
that has occurred on the Olympia since 
her arrival in this port, and for home 
time no one spoke. The silence waa 
broken by Dowoy who called bla Cbi- 
neoo steward and ordered a oa«e of 
champagne. 

Admiral Dewey and his officers and 
men on the Olympia were formally 
welcomed to the state of Now York by 
Governor Roosevelt.

FIVE AMERiaNS ARE KILLED. 



Two Columns of Soldiers Under Oen- 
oral MeArthur United at That 

Poiut Aeeurtllng to Pro- 
gram—Other >iews. 



Manilla, Sept 28.— Ceneral MacAr- 
thur entered Porac after half an hour's 
fighUng. 

The Amorlcaa losa waa sligM and 
the inaurgont loss la not known. Tbe 

enemy fled northward. When the 
Americams entered the town they 
found It practically deserted. 

Tbo attacking party moved on Porac 
In two columns. Ttio Ninth infantry 
wicu two guns from Santa Rita, was 
commanded by General Wheeler, and 
the Tbrty-Blxth infantry under Col- 
onel Bell, with ono gna, accompanied 
General MacArthur from Sao Antonio. 

Doth columns struck the town at 9 
o'clock and opened a brisk fire which 
was replied to by tihe enemy for half 
an hour. Then the inaurgenta fled and 
the Americans marched over tbelr 
trenches and took possession of the 
place. Just before the fight Smith s 
comimand at Angeles made a demon- 
stration by flring artillery up the rail- 
road track. 

Liscum reportorl one casualty and 
Bell reported four men of bis regiment 
wounded. Tbe artillery did not bave 
any men injured. 

The movement was a atrategleal suc- 
cess and resulted in the possession of 
Porac and the clearing of several miles 
of country tihereabouts. The two col- 
umns, one from Saata Rita and the 
other from San Antonio, united before 
Porac according to program, stretching 
around the country for some miles. 

The Insurgents are eetlmated to have 
numbered 600 men. Ten dead Fili- 
pinos were found and tbe captain and 
commissary of Mascamoi OOnunand 
were taken prisoners.

Every native-born male citizen of the 
United Stotea, who haa redded in the 
State of Kentucky one year, in the 
county of Mason six months and in the 
precinct in which he expects to vote 
sixty days prior to the election may reg- 
ister. He need not live there sixty days, 
to register, bnt if, by election day be 
will liave lived there aixty dayai and in 
the county sis months and in the Stete 
one year, he may register and vote. 

Naturalized citizenzs of the United 
Statee who prodnce to the officers of reg- 
istration, if deinanrled, their na1iir;iH;'i 
tion papers, and who have the oece.<>eary 
qualifications aa to reaidence, may ragia- 
tor. 

Section 1,47b determines the residence 
of a voter as follows: "That shall be 
deemed his residence where his babito- 
tion is, and to which, when absent, be 
has the intention of returning." 

There are special registration days pro- 
vided for persona who may be aick or 
"necessarily" abaent from tha dty on 
October 3rd. _ _
